Geneva, Mar, 1. 

The Japanese Government's acceptance of M. Paul 
Boncour’s proposals for ending the strife in Shanghai, 
the main feature of which is the creation of an inter- 
national conference on the spot, were received at Geneva 
this evening and forthwith communicated by Mr. 
Matsudaira to Sir John Simon and Mr. Sato to M. Bon- 
cour. | 

Sir John Simon urged upon Mr. Matsudaira the 
necessity for immediately stopping hostilities if M. 
Boncour’s proposals were to be of any value, and the 
Ambassador to Britain promised to do his utmost to 
secure a cessation of the fighting.—Reuter.

Denertbing the dikease as one of 
the moat icfeantic problema that 
mankind = is compelled to tackle,

health authorities of the denth 
figures duc to tubereionis. ‘There 
in probably vo better means of 
awakening the anti-tubercwlosis 
conscience of the rominunity, 

Next fn importance vo the control 
of spitting ia the aerrresation of 
advanced cases oF taberculosjs with 
the view of controlling the maip 
source of infection, tp fngland 
tuberculosis fxs made at notifiable 
Wisenge, it da thought that the 
removal of advanced nnd incur: 
able eases to speelad hospitals 
woukd remove the chief source af 
infection, Ax long ns advanced 
cases are permitted to remain at 
home without supervision, they 
are on constant menace to the 
family and those around = them, 
and ench home, then, becomes & 
centre of infection, The alterna: 
tive to aegregation js the improve- 
ment of home conditions with pro- 
per supervision ‘under the tuber- 
culosia medient officer, the visiting 
nurse or health visitor. 

In the warfare against tubercu- 
losin it Ja casentiat that the com- 
munity should possess a complete 
anti-tuborculosis scheme, Such 
a wcheme should tnelude the pro- 
vision of tuberculosis dispensaries, 
sanatoria, open-air aehools, after- 
cure committees, ete. ;

Moreover, the educational 
value of a sanatorium among & 
wide circte of pationts' relatives 
and nequaintances lays a sure 
foundation for the prevention of 
tuberculosia in the future, One 
mist not forpet the beneficent 
part of the after-care committer, 
which will, after discharge, ren- 
der the patient any necessary ad- 
vee, reef, help. ar.improvement 
of home conditions, 

The proviaton of the disnen- 
sarles,  sanatorin and the after. 
care committee are absolute neces- 
sities, These undertakings may 
lhe met oat first by united public 
efforts, and should be subsidized 
or, an in many countries, entirely 
undertaken, by the government, 
These activities may either be un.

THE LOCAL BY-LAWS - 
NOW EXTENDED. 


A meeting of the Sanitnry Board 
held yesterdny undér the Chalr- 
manship of tho President (Mr. G. 
I. Sayer), passed a resolution ex- 
tonding tho antl-spitting regula- 
tions—orlginally npplicd to Eat- 
ing-Houses only—to’ other pre- 
misen where contact with food sold 
to the public is thought possible.

BRITAIN'S: ATTITUDE 


Although the Manchurian issue 
has faded somewhat into the back- 
ground since the grave develpjr- 
ments broke out in Shanghai, it 
ix one whieh still remains to b- 
fneed. Let it not forgotten 
that if was Japan's action in this 
territory which led to the aro Yo 
im of Chinese national feoliner 
and which has since developed in- 
ty the crisis in Shanghai. The 
League Commission of Inquiry in- 
te the origincof the trouble hiss 
at long last arrived in’ the East, 
only to find a vastly different sit- 
nation from that which existed at 
the time it was appointed. A-new 
State has been ‘erented, thus ap- 
parently severing, the Jink with 
China, The full extent of Japan's 
connexion with this development 
has not been revealed as yet, but 
cnough is known to. warrant our 
regrardinge this ne ereated ar- 
sau ag something aly diferent 
from these recurring independence 
movements. with which we have 
become familiar in recent years. 

The British official attitude on 
Manchurian developments may be 
quite correct in‘ some senses, 
since, as a member of the League, 
Britain must regard the issue as 
boing sub judice for the time being. 
None the less, there docs appear 
to be n strange Willingness on the 
part of the Government to accent 
all Japan's assurances, even when 
these mre belied by actions. But 
while Britain has her obligations 
na n member of the League, she 
ia nlso-a signatory to the Nine- 
“power Treaty, Which guarantecs 
respect for China's territorial in- 
tegrity. Captaln Eden,' Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, in 
commenting on this fact in the 
House of Commons on Monday, ar- 
verted that the British Govern- 
ment is certainly not prepared to 
seo the terma of the Treaty flouted, 
adding that in face of Japan's as- 
surances, he did not seo any ret 
son for assuming that anything of 
the kind Ia Ukely. In view of 
what has transpired in Manchuria, 
this implicit faith in Japan's’ ac- 
surnncos can only be described as 
‘surprising.

Story of St, David. 

The life story of St. David, con: 
tinued Mr. Davies, was to n great 
extent buried in obscurity as was 
the story of the times in which he 
lived. There wag, however, suf- 
ficient information to delineate his 
portrait with some: firmness and 
to mark the important points in his 
career, St. David was born at 
Menevia. His father was Sandde, 
a Prinee in the Line of -the prent 
Cunedda, that mighty keeper ot 
the Roman Wall under whose 
leadership the Celtic tribes united 
into oa confederacy, and calted 
themselves Cymry, His mother wis 
Nonna, the daughter of Gynyr, of 
Coersaweb. St. David was first 
tnught by St. Ttyd and later “by 
Paulinus and proved himself a 
diligent scholar, He won fame 
net only woyreat patriot, pastor 
and-preacher but alse for his 
Inighty works and kindly deeds 
which filled hia life.

Prevention ‘From Social Aspect. 


Tuberculosis {s a medical pro- 
blem which fs closely Hnked to 
social and economic problema re- 
quiring to be dealt with by the 
community as a whole, by’ social 
Feformers, by sanitary, munici- 
pal and poljtical nuthoritica, An 
70 per cent. of tuberculosis occurs 
among the poor it ia Indeed an 
economic question. Poverty, 
ignorance, under-feeding and tu- 
berculosis are bed-fellows, 

As far as tuberculosis is con- 
cerned housing is the moat im- 
portant queation of the economic 
and social problema. 

It may seem that to be poor ta to 
invite tuberculosia, but it in not 
necessarily so. Although the poor 
Uve in amall over-crowded: dwel- 
lings, it coats nothing to admit 
fresh air and sunlight into their 
homes. It has been shown that the 
tuberculosis microbe, though it 
may live for ten months or more 
in darkened rooms, {8, sometimes 
killed on exposure to direct: sun- 
light within a few minutes, 

Uleventiated and otherwise un- 
heatthy houses should be unre 
servedly condemned. Unfortunate- 
Iv each thme a house ix improved, 
the rent goes up on account of 
the capital outlay The poorer 
classes should be encouraged to 
live in the suburbs, where land is 
cheap: and if only the building 
authority will co-operate by per- 
mitting less substantial structures, 
provided they are commensurate 
with ordinary safety. then hap-

It has been‘ proven 
that at twelve years of aye a boy 
at Bourneville weighed 8 pounds 
more and was two inches taller than 
an boy of the same alass in Bir- 
mingham. At Port Sunlight a 
boy oof fourteen, weighed 30 
pounds more and war aix inches 
taller than a boy of the same clasa 
and age in Liverpool, six miles 
away. In short, we should help 
to multiply garden cities and yar- 
den suburbs; and to clear shims 
and encourage suburban Hfe. ‘ 
Lerd Roachury once anid, “In 
rookeries and slums an imperin) 
race cannot be rained.” 
Public Support Necessary. 
The prevention of tuberculosis 
is, then, both n medical and social 
question, Tuberculosis is control- 
lable, If we may not be able to 
erudidate it in this generation, we 
shall at least Iny nu sound found- 
ation for the well-being of the fu- 
ture generation. Fighting against 
the disease is a long-drawn battle 
in which the scientist, philan- 
thropist, and politician should co- 
operate; and they should have. the 
courage and perseverance to follow 
up the advance made. In_ this 
battle of man versus microbo the 
public must support the medical 
profession and the authorities, 
The prosperity and happiness of 
the people depend on health, 
Prevention is the order of the day. 
Surely freedom from disease is a 
freedom worth fihtiny for Jn this 
world, of suffering and pain. 
Preventative Work Emphasiaed.

The explosion. was terrific, but 
it caused little damage to the de- 
stroycr, other ‘than wrecking the 
furniture in the wardroom. 

The second blast, which was s0 
terrific that it rocked the whole of 
the centre of the International 
Settlement, went off near the 
Idzumo ut 1.20 p.m. 

It is considered remarkable that 
such a terrific shock did so little 
damage to the ‘flagship, 


ADMIRAL ABOARD.

Power Treaty, which guarantecs 
respect for China’s territorial in- 
tegrity. Captain Eden, Under- 
Seeretary for Foreign Affairs, in 
commenting on this fact in the 
Houne of Commons on Monday, ae- 
sorted that tha British’ Govorn- 
ment is certainly not prepared to 
ace the terms of the Treaty flouted, 
adding that In face of Japan's as- 
surances, ho did not see any res- 
fon for assuming that anything of 
the kind is likely. In view of 
what has transpired in Manchuria, 
this’ implicit faith in Japan's as- 


J surances can only be described ns 


surprising. -There {s no questiqu 
here of awaiting the Leagiie Com- 


miasion’s report, since the Leaguz, 


as such, has nothing whatever to 
do ‘with the Nine-Power Treaty. 
We have, on a previous occasion, 
pointed out that there aro no “if.” 
or “buts” about the provisions of 
this Treaty, nothing which can 
oxcuse any of the contracting 
partics for taking ayeressive ac- 
tion for defensive purposes. Tle 
pledge which Japan gave under 
the Treaty, in common with the 
other signatories, is quite unam- 
biguous. It is to respect “the 
sovereignty, independence and ter- 
ritorial and administrative inde+ 
pendence of Chinn.” When Japan 
invaded the territory -of Man- 
ehuria some months back, she ob- 
viously did so in contravention of 
that pledge. The fact that she 
haa, on‘several occasions since 
then, declared that she haa no ter- 
ritorinl ambitions and docs not in- 
tend to interfere either with the 
principles of the Open Door or 
with the provisions of the Nine- 
Power Treaty, id neither here nor 
there. The vital point is that the 
pledge han been broken. No mere 
re-affirmation of her pledge can 
change that fac.; nor. do we need 
any Commission of Inquiry | to 
establish the point. 

If surprise be occasioned over 
the British Government’s attitude 
on thin point, it ia equally dificult 
to understand the viewpoint taken 
over the crention of the new State 
in Manchuria. We are told by 
Government spokeamen that Japan 
in no more likely to recognise this 
new State than any other Power 
in. Surely this ia not meant to Le 
serfously taken. The change tn 
Manchuria has long. been foresee a 
as part and parcel of Japan‘s plans 
there. It is, aa we remarked in 
opening, something quite distinct 
from those’ periodical “splits” 
which have characterised China's 
history in the past two or three 
decades. A’ puppet Government 
has been set up, with Japan still 
very much fn the pleture, and it 
will be surprising if the Leaguy 
Commission does not get to the 
bottom of the facts. In any case, 
Japan’s occupation of the terri- 
tory before it acquired its new 
status represented a breach of her 
undertakings under the Ninc- 
Power Treaty, The anme can be 
said of her Inter actions at Shany- 
hai. In reading the daily tale of 
happenings. it is well that we 
should eccasionatly get back te

. The American and English 
Languages, 


The London Times in an extract 
from one of its iasues of « hundred 
years ago, recently drew attention 
to the fact that itis just about a 
century ago that American influ- 
ence upon British speech first be- 
came noticeable. ‘And very un- 
popular that influence seems to 
have been! Mrs, Trollope re- 
marked = superciliously that the 
difference between English and 
American phrases was 80 great 
that Americans were convinced 
the English could not spenk their 
own language properly. This, of 
course, was alittle foolish, One 
of the main factors in the streng'h 
nnd expressiveness of Efiglish 
speech is the facility with which 
it has always heen ready to absorb 
new idioms, phrases, words, and 
locutions. In submitting to some 
degree of modification from across 
the Atlantic it was only being true 
to its own traditions. Morcover, 
it is’ well known that many inm- 
portations into modern 
speech, supposedly  characterts- 
tically American, 
merely restorations in former 
English usage. “I guess" is good 
Chaucerian English. Similarly re- 
garding the carlicat known Ameri- 
caniam in the English Ianguage 
In 1826 Miss Mitford wrote that 
“Society has been progressing (if 
I may borrow that expressive 
Americanism) ata very rapid rate. 
The use of “progress” o8 a verb 
was quite common in England in 
the sixteenth century, and even 
later, and, thanks'to American in- 
fluence, has again become so. 
This transatlantic scatoration uf 
old words and expressions that 
Britain has herself forgotten ir 
made possible by the fact that ja 
the United States the printed form 
is n’much moro important criter- 
jon’-of correctness than it is ju 
England, where the constantly 
varying pronounciation and usage 
of educated peraons furnish the 
ehief standard -.of ‘speech. Thus 
in Britain words drop into obli- 
vion with the passing fashfons, 
but, since the. printed exprossicn 
fs:a ‘comparatively. enduring thing, 
the spesch of. ‘lands where, like

Through their 
observanee Welsh people thougat 
again of the historic grandeur 
and Inherent greatness of their 
race. They gathered together to 
do homage to the memory of their 
patron Snint, to express their 
loyalty to the land of their birth 
and the Empire of which jt formed 
a part, and to vivify memories of 
that dear old home and fireside. , 

Story of St. David. 

The life story of St. David, con- 
tinued Mr, Davies, was to a great 
extent buried in obscurity as was 
the story of the times in which he 

however, 5uf- 


St. David was born 
Menevia, His father was Sandde, 
a Prince in the’ Line of the grew 
Cunedda, that mighty keeper ot 
the Roman Wall under whose 
leadership the Celtic tribes united 
into 4 confederney, and called 
themgelyes Cymry. His mother was 
Nonna, the daughter of Gynyr, of 
Caergawech, St. David was first 
trught by St. Mltyd and later by 
Paulinus and proved himself ‘a 
diligent scholar. He won fame 
not only as a great patriot, pastor 

but also for his 
mighty works and kindly deeds 
which filled his life. After he 
becime Primate of South Wales 
he, with the permission of the 
King, remaved the Archicpiscopal 
See from Caerleon to St. David's. 
It is anid that he went on a pil- 
grimage to Jerusalem, a no casy 
mutter in those days.. He altend- 
ed a remarkable cpiscopal Convo- 
ention held at Lian Ddewi: Brefi 
for the purpose of refuting certain 
doctrines and it was from that 
visit Llan Ddewi Brefi derived its 
name. It was said that it was 
from St. David that the Soldiers 
of the Cross received the leck as 
their badge. St. David dicd on 
ist March, 601 when about 82 
years of age and his grave was 
within his children’s territories, 
Welsh people to-day used his 
memory to give expression to their 
sense of racial pride and destiny. 

Beautiful Wales. ° 

Continuing, Mr. Davies dwelt 
on the beautiful scenery of Wales 
and the romantic associntion 
which contributed oo largely to 
its charm; The contribution made 
by many illustrious Welsh people 
for the enrichment of nations and

Prevention From Social Aspect. 


Tuberculosia is 2 medical pro- 
blem which Is closcly-linked to 
aoclal and economic problems re- 
‘quiring to be dealt with by the 
community as 1 whole, -by. social 
reformers, by sanitary, munici- 
pal and political authoritics. As 
70 per cent. of tuberculosis occurs 
among the poor it is indeed an 
economic question, Poverty, 
ignorance, under-feeding and tu- 
berculosis are bed-fellowa, 

As far as tuberculosis is con- 

cerned housing fa the most.im- 
portant queation of tha economic 
and sotial problems. 
It may scem that to be poor is to 
invite tuberculosis, but it fa not 
necessarily so. Although the poor 
Nve in small over-crowded dwel- 
lings, it costs nothing to admit 
fresh alr and aunlight into their 
homes, It has been shown that the 
tuberculosis microbe, thongh It 
muy live for ten montha or more 
in darkened rooms, Ja sometimern 
killed on exposure to direct sun- 
light within'a few minutes, 

Hl-ventilated and otherwise un- 
healthy houses should be unre- 
servedly condemned. Unfortunate- 
ly each time a house is improved, 
the rent goes up on account of 
the capital outlay. = The poorer 
classes should be encouraged to 
live in the suburbs, where land is 
cheap: and ff only the building 
authority will co-operate by per- 
mitting lesa substantial structures, 
provided they are  commensufate 
with -ordinary safety, then hap-
